While he admits that 
the vendors are “working,” he 
seems to suggest their work lacks 
value because their product is sold 
(through a “pay what you think it’s 
worth” approach) for typically 
more than its worth. 

I'd like to know just how 
Rutkowski arrived at the point where 
he could declare just what Spare 
Change is worth or better. Rutkowski 
does not offer what the price of Spare 
Change should be because he sees 
the publication as a ruse, as a way of 
duping the rest of us. 

Rutkowski condemns Spare 
Change vendors and calls the em- 
ployed names. The former are 
dishonest panhandlers who appar- 
ently don’t have the courage to see 
themselves for what they really are, 
and the latter are “bloated” crea- 
tures who exist primarily on luck 
or because of a kind of smartness 
that Rutkowski disdains. His brief 
analysis about the blight of market- 
driven ideology and its nefarious

Spare Change vendors purchase 
the papers they sell. They allow 
consumers to determine the price 
of purchase — an interesting mar- 
ket strategy, if you ask me.

That they engage in such com- 
merce instead of being satisfied and 
honored recipients of alms ala 
Rutkowski speaks to me of integri- 
ty, industry and a strong desire to 
be active participants in life. 

Perhaps Rutkowski thinks poor 
people who attempt to make a prof- 
it from their labors are selling out 
to the market-driven world he lives 
in. | infer from his conclusion that 
people who are jobless and poor 
should be content with being at the 
mercy of alms-givers. 

Is the future we present to our 
children to include feeling honored 
by the charity of those who. would 
keep them poor? Hardly. The 
changes required are more compre- 
hensive and complicated than 
perhaps Rutkowski cares to deal 
with. 

Surely, our insidious addiction to 
technology, the escalating owner- 
ship of the world by huge 
conglomerates, and the mass pop- 
ulation’s willingness to reduce their 
identity to that of “consumer” are 
significant problems to address. 
But to accuse street vendors of 
Spare Change of trickery is a low 
blow. &

would be somehow more honest in 
their poverty by standing on cor- 
ners with tin cups in hand, eyeing 
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the.crowd for the guilt-ridden is.a

A bike primer 


Whatever its roots, over the last 15 
years the mountain bike has done 
more to popularize bicycle compe- 
tition and recreation than the 
cumulative efforts of the previous 
century or so.

“My 
argument is that we've got the 
wrong deficit culprit.”

In Hippo, McQuaig blames The 
Bank of Canada and federal mone- 
ary policies: — not ‘excessive 
ment spending on social pro- 
grams — for the mounting credit bill. 

While researching material for the 
book (which was number one on

red some startling facts: 

* At least 70 per cent of Cana- 
da’s deficit build-up could be 
blamed on high interest rates, 
which are double those in the U.S.

* Canada’s international credit 
rating is still one of the best in the 
world.

* Between 1975 and 1992, gov- 
ernment spending actually dropped 
by 1.9 per cent. ‘i

* In 1992, Canada could have low- 
ered the deficit by 60 per cent if 
inflation rates were frozen at three 
per cent instead of 1.7 per cent 

* $40 billion a year are being 
spent on interest payments alone 

Although the book only makes a 
passing mention of provincial defi- 
cit-slayer Ralph Klein, McQuaig 
claims he’s a perfect example of 
distorting deficit reality 

“I don’t think he’s concerned 
about the deficit at all. He is a real 
Republican-style right-winger, the 
exact thing that’s going on with 
Newt Gingrich and that whole gang 
down there. The deficit is a vehicle 
for them to get what they reatly 
want: to dramatically cut back the 
size of government, so there’s more 
room for the private sector to get 
all the goodies and make all the 
profits. They're almost manufactur- 
ing a deficit at this point, because 
they want to keep up the pressure 
for spending cuts, which is the real 
agenda.” 

On the federal front, McQuaig 
believes that the deficit problem 


’ started in 1988, smack dab in the 


middle of the Mulroney years. The 
first shock waves occurred that Jan- 
uary at the University of Alberta, 
where John Crow, the former gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Canada, was 
lecturing a group of bored students 
anxious to grab a pint at Dewey's. 
~“Monetary policy should be con- 
ducted so as to achieve a pace of 
monetary expansion that promotes 


_ price stability in the yalue of mon- 


ey,” said the governor. “This means 
pursuing a policy aimed at achiev- 
ing and maintaining stable prices.” 


Lofty words 


The lofty words soared above the 
heads of the comatose crowd. But 
Crow’s underlying message was that the 
Bank of Canada was going to lower 
inflation by raising interest rates. What 
sounded like academic warbling be- 
came harsh reality once put into action 
outside the lecture hall. 

Retorted McQuaig, who quoted 
Crow’s statement in her book, “That 
threw the economy into the worst 
recession we've had since the early 
30s. 

“People are out of work, they're 
not paying taxes, so that drives up

the deficit. They need more social 
assistance, ‘so that drives up the 
deficit costs. Also, the high interest 
rates make it hard to finance the 
existing debt. So that drives up the 
deficit as well.” 

McQuaig stated the chief benefi- 
ciaries of the pumped-up interest 
rates have been Bay Street's well- 
coiffed high rollers 

“The financial community has 
done extremely well from the high 
interest rates and have made a very 
nice return on investment,” said 
McQuaig. 

“The manufacturing and the busi- 
ness communities have had more 
of a mixed response. To some ex- 
tent, they're obviously hurt by high 
interest rates. They have to borrow 
to expand their operations. At the 
same time, high interest rates are 
also helpful, because they also 
throw people out of work and that 
drives down wages.” 

What fascinates McQuaig is that 
none of these factors was linked to 
the rising deficit. One contributing 


smokescreen was the media itself 
— in particular, Eric Malling, the 
brash host of CTV's public affairs 
program WS 

When Malling addressed the def- 
icit problem in a show that aired in 
February)1993, he documented the 
shooting of a baby hippo that a 
municipal zoo couldn't afford to 
keep (hence the title of McQuaig’s 
book) to illustrate his point 

He also traveled to New Zealand, 
the envy of the world with its once- 
abundant social programs. Now 
hopelessly broke, the country was 
forced to slash its services, a tactic 
that Malling declared Canada 
should also also adopt. 

McQuaig pooh-poohed Malling’s 
stab at hysteria-journalism. 


Drastic cuts 


“Eric Malling has been one of the 
most influential journalists in terms 
of hyping the deficit problem and 
suggesting that the only solution is 
drastic cuts. The whole message 
was that New Zealand had hit a debt 
wall, its credit had been cut off and 
therefore, there was no choice but 
to cut social spending.” 

When McQuaig visited New Zea- 
land herself, she found a different 
side to the story. 

“Based on interviews I had done, 
they never did hit a debt wall. They 
had a currency crisis (brought on 
by an overvalued dollar), but their 
international funding was never cut 
off. Those were deliberate policy 
choices made by the government of

yon't blame government spending for our fiscal mess, says Linda McQuaig.

with equality,” she lamented. 
“Those are things that broadly.cut 
back the middle class. The extent 
that we have a really high, egalitar- 
ian standard of living in this 
country has an awful lot to do with 
the fact that we've had fairly good 
access to top-knotch education and 
fabulous access to health care.” 

But McQuaig believes that once 
the anti-deficit knives start slashing 
away at those systems, more afflu- 
ent citizens will abandon public 
programs in favor of privately-fund- 
ed alternatives. 

“They'll buy their own private 
health insurance and create their 
own private schools. Once the rich 
have defected and have their own 
systems, they resent paying taxes 
for systems they don’t benefit from. 
So they become even more vigor- 
ous on the tax-cutting front.” 

One ominous warning McQuaig 
provided is that if the deficit red- 
‘herring methods continue, the 
ruptured safety nets that exist in the 
States would also spell disaster for 
Canadians’ way of life. 

“The U.S. is an example of which 
we should be living in horror! They 
have lower social spending; they have 
very limited programs. There are 37 
million Americans without health 
care, There's a tremendous inequal- 

ity. There’s an underclass that is cut 
off from mainstream society.” @

(Viking, 256 pp., $40) 


he author signs his introduction 
“Mark, Merchant of Beauty,” but 

don’t let that one indiscretion dissuade 
you. The All Seasons Gardener is a 
marvelous book 

Mark Cullen is president of Weal 
and Cullen Garden Centres “through- 
out Southern Ontario.” It might be a 
better qualification for the author of 
an annual report than a gardening 
guide, but it doesn’t interfere with 
Cullen’s enthusiasm for dirt and all the 
things that grow in it 

Cullen ts an eager, easy-going, prac- 
tical gardener. Just the personality to 
introduce a beginner to the whole field. 
He makes it all seem simple, and his 
advice is comprehensive enough to 
give even a first-time gardener a very 
good chance of success. 


Dirty work 


The All Seasons Gardener is a 
hefty coffee-table book. Too beau- 
tiful to take out into the garden and 
get dirty, and devoted in any case to 
several seasons in which you will 
more likely be sitting in an armchair 
than a lawn chair. Organized winter 
through autumn, by month, this book 
takes the premise that gardening can 


go on throughout the year, even in 
Canada. 

Cullen is big on season-extending 
devices like cold-frames, and on the 
enjoyment of a winter garden defined 
by evergreens and the interesting 
freeze-dried remains of summer 
growth. It is a little harder to buy the 
concept of a year-round garden in Al-

Keller prepares to take over helm of arts pilot project 


osh Keller has quite a few 
“firsts” under his belt. 

Twenty-six years ago, he partied 
in the mud at the first Woodstock 
festival. For the past five years, he’s 
wowed New Year's Eve revellers as 
the producer of Edmonton’s popu- 
lar First Night festival. 

And starting this September, the 
Brooklyn native and former health 
food importer will become the first 
executive director of the newly-cre- 
ated Edmonton Arts Council. 

As head of the three-man coun- 
cil, Keller will be responsible for 
guiding the fledgling group 
through a one-year pilot project 
phase. 

Its goals include: figuring out 
how to administer the city’s arts- 
in-aid grants program = and 
promoting Edmonton's cultural 
scene. 

“We have an industry that em- 
ploys 4,000 people, that has four 
million people attending their 
events throughout the course of the 
year, that’s pumping up to 60 mil- 
lion dollars into the economy — 
and we feel like we're an underval- 

ed asset of the city,” he says.

“We want to sort of get the city 
and the country to possibly reposi- 
tion its thinking about how integral 
we are to the quality of life and the 
vitality of the city.” 

While Edmonton may be known 
as the city of festivals, Keller be- 
lieves there are some people who 
still see the arts as a fringe factor 

“I think once you present them 
with the actual facts of what's real- 
ly going on, they'll start to see it as 


a burgeoning industry.” 

Keller won't only be trying to 
drum up support for the city’s art 
scene. He'll also have to spend a 
lot of time trying to unite Edmon- 
ton’s arts community. When the 
council was first created by city 
aldermen last March, 
was keen on the idea 

Some artists though the council's 
$160,000 budget was too exhor- 
bitant. Others thought the council 
would be a bureaucratic nightmare 
— squandering money that should

But Keller says the council isn’t 
in charge of doling out the city’s 
arts funding dollars yet. In fact, he 
says it has to decide how to run the 
program first 

“We have to come up with a plan, 
so there will be a lot of studying 
and research on how to phase in 
the funding of the art-in-aid pro- 
gram possibly after the first year,” 
Keller says. 

Nevertheless, Keller admits phas- 
ing in the funding program is not 
his top priority. He says he’s hop-

“Yeah,” laughs Rick Boston, 
frontman for Low Pop Suicide. 
“You could put it that way.” 

Thirteen years ago, Boston was 
an Edmonton kid who made off for 
the City of Angels with his guitar, a 
carful of possessions and his ticket 
to the Guitar Institute of Technol- 
ogy. He found a cheap apartment 
from a newspaper ad, moved in, 
and quickly found out why the 
place was so cheap. After he moved 
in, his car was stolen and he was 
robbed at gunpoint. 

“I had no clue that maybe I 
should check up on the neighbor- 
hood first.” 

He was freaked and scared and 
homesick, but — well — no car 

He laughs at himself as the cul- 
ture-shocked kid who went from 
“the land of Oilers and pick-ups to 
the land of Crips and cockroaches.” 
Over a decade later, Boston is still 
in L.A. and laughing at his uneasy 
relationship with the city and the 
music industry. Fortunately, Boston 
Stuck it out — going from guitar

This is a question that is con- 
stantly on Andru Donalds’s mind 
since he actually embarked on that 
perilous voyage.

I don’t think I have the 
right DNA structure.” Though he 
adds wryly, “I’ve spent enough fool-

Things changed when Boston 
auditioned for a duo called Lowen 
and Navarro (the latter being Dan 
Navarro, cousin of Red Hot Chili 
Pepper-to-be Dave Navarro). He 
didn’t think much of their music at 
first — not at all what he'd consid- 
er professional — but found 
himself working with them and 
eventually influenced by their love 
of songcraft. 

“They turned me into a songwrit- 
er.

Low Pop Suicide has, in turn, 
become a larger vehicle for Bos- 
ton’s ideas. 

The band began when Boston fell 
in with former Gang of Four and 
Shriekback bassist Dave Allen, at 
the time forming his own World 
Domination label. By then, Boston 
had already made a bit of a name 
for himself, co-penning tunes for 
Joe Cocker and Nile Rodgers.

Project for Low Pop Suicide and

Now RCA is cleaning out their cata- 
combs of old classical album releases 
Guess they learned from the Sensual 
Classics people at Teldec that repackaging 
oid stuff under a new theme gives life to 
almost-forgotten performances by dead 
performers.

Psychic Hearts 
(MCA) 


Heaven forbid that Thurston Moore 
would believe, much less read, his own 
hype sheets. In promoting the Sonic 
Youth guitarist’s latest album, Psychic 
Hearts, the fabrication department makes 
him out to be a “guitar god” — a mis- 
nomer, perhaps, since fellow SY plank- 
wanker Lee Ranaldo has always been 
touted as being the better of the two 
And for a long time, drummer Steve 
Shelley has claimed to possess guitar 
talents superior to both of them! 

But Moore’s prowess shouldn’t be 
understated. Playing both guitars and 
bass (Wife and four-stringer Kim 
Gordon was probably occupied with 
their young ‘un Koko and her own Free 
Kitten offshoot.), Moore brought gui- 
tarist Tim Foljahn and drummer Shelley 
into the studio ‘to churn out tracks that 
don’t detract much from Sonic Youth's 
torturous angst. 

If anything, Psychic Hearts sounds like 
an anthology of ideas that Moore has 
been trying to get out of his head the 
last 15. years, since the entries parallel 
SY’s own artistic evolution. The title 
track sounds like it was forgotten when 
the sequences were being planned for 
the band’s last album, Experimental Jet 
Set, Trash-and No Star. “Ono Soul” 
harkens their SST days of the mid-'80s. 
“Blues Beyond the Grave” has the same 
start-stop, hook-ridden urgency that rid- 
died Goo and Dirty. 

And the magnum opus, “Elegy For all 
the Dead Rock Stars,” is not unlike rock 
Operas created by Rhys Chatham and 
the group's former mentor Glenn 
Branca. 

Guitar hero element notwithstanding, 
think of Psychic Hearts as a greatest hits 
outing that has finally been unearthed 
from Moore's dusty cranium.
